Cidiens in Interview* are of 0«e 


Mind that More Time Must;be j 


Given t* Celebration. 
' 


The facts presented in the last isaije 


of the COMIMLKK showing the physical 
imiwsslbillty of holding a four dayf' 
celebration of the Fiftieth AnnlyeT- 
aiy of the Battle was carefully "read 
j our people, talked over and ths CC^? 
elusion reached, as far as we havfe 
been able to learn, every one being of 
one mind that the great~ celebration 
which is to be of a national character 
can not be nuule a success if attempt- 
ed to be pulled off in four days' time. 


The CoMi-ii.KR does not stand alone 


in its opinion as to the facts but our 
citizens are practically a unit on the 
subject and many of our citizens have 
encouraged us by asserting that we 
were absolutely right and to keep at 
it until the commission realizes the 
situation. 


Before presenting our views last 


week, we were present at a meeting of 
the citizens' committee appointed sev- 
eral years ago at a public meeting to 
promote the celebration of the Fif- 
tieth Anniversary. 
Dr. ,1. A. Sing- 


master is chairman of this committee 
and other members are Judge S. McC. 
Swope, Hon. W. T. Ziegler, Hon. Theo- 
dore McAllister. Hon. M. A. Garvin, 
Wm. Arch. McC lean and D. M. Wolf. 
At the meeting Judge Swope was not 
present, being out of town. Sickness 
prevented attendance of Hon. M. A. 
Garvin and D. M. Wolf has removed 
from the town. The other members 
met with the chairman and the ques- 
tion of a four days' celebration was 
discussed at length and the insur 
mountable difficulties why a celebra- 
tion of that length was an impossi- 
bility were elaborated and it was 
unanimously concluded that the chair- 
man. Dr. J. A. Singmaster, should 
communicate with General Wagner, 
asking that the commission send some 
one to Gettysburg to thoroughly study 
the situation so that the possibilities 
of the town would be known by the 
commission before • their plans were 
made final. Dr. Singmaster sent such 
a communication to General Wagner. 
While tne commission has as yet-s«ftt 
no. ou_e here to study tne situation 
has been indicated that the town wj 
he given a chance to be hestrd at i 
eaily meeting to be held in Washing- 
ton. 


Gettysburg people want the celebra- 


tion to bo as big and as successful as 
it can be madef They are unable to 
understand whv it should be confined 
to a four days' celebration when the 
success of it will be imperiled by so 
doing. They want the thousands who 
will want to come to Gettysburg to 
have a chance to come here. 
They 


want them to have a chance to see the 
wonderful National Park which has 
been created here. They want every 
visitor coming to this Mecca of Amen 
can Patriots to enjoy every minute 
and carry away pleasant and chetish 
ed memories, and to see Gettysbuig In 
the throes of a struggle with a gigan 
tic crowd can not but leave a night- 
mare memory. 


Because Gettysburg 
has 
handled 


crowds of 10,000 for several days or 
of 25.000 for a single day is no cri 
terion to judge the capacity ot a town 
to care for five or ten times such a 
number for four days 
A National 


Guard camp of 10.000 has required a 
thousand acres for their comfortable 
accommodation 
and 
a 
crowd five 


times that 
number 
would require 


more territory in tents than covered 
by the battlefield from the edg" of 
town to Round Top and the Battle 
field of the Nation would present a 
sorry sight to the visiting veteran- as 
a city of tents with all their accom- 
paniments. 
Again would a conunis 


slon propose to risk the success or 
failure of a national event on the 
weather for four days. A great storm 
on anv one day could make of a city 
of tents a mud hole breeding disease 
and of the whole affair a most dismal 
failure. 


The 
COMI>II.I:R has interviewed a 


number of our citizens on the iacts 
presented in our last issue and in 
every instance ve have hau coi i obo- 
ration and have yet to hear the first 
suggestion of any disagreement. 


Dr. Wm. A. Grativllle, President ol 


Gettysburg College, where nearlv 400 
students are being educated, said in 
an interview, "I certainly asree with 
vour view that a celebration of the 
Fiftieth Anniversary could not bo put 
through successfully 
in 
fo.tr days' 


time. 
The veterans and the public 


could not be given any manner ol 
comfort or convenience that could be 
called decent. The occasion and the 
proiwsed elaborate plans demand a 
length of time for their Interpretation, 
exhibition and enjoyment. 
You can 


quote me strongly on this view." 


Postmaster C. Wm. Beales declared 


emphaticallv that a "four ciavV 
ele- 


bration would be a failure both as far 
as the town was concerned and the 
visitors. 
That a four days' chance 


would be no inducement for the busi- 
ness men of the town to aspumc any 
risks and that a four days' celebration 
would be such a crowded, unsatisfac- 
tory thing to the visitors that the 
town would be more hurt than helped, 
that the visitors would leave with im- 
pressions that might keep them from 
ever returning. 
In my judgment I 


believe It would take a month to hold 
a proper celebration of the event, one 
which would reflect credit on the town 
and the commission responsible for 
It." 


Hon. D. P. McPhcrson said he was 


"entirely In sympathy with ;he stntl- 


.nents expressed 
in 
the 
CUMI-II.KK 


against a four days' celebration. 
I 


consider the holding ot a tour clays' 
celebration to be impossible, both in 
ihe carrying out of the details thereof 
as contemplated and also from the 
point of view of accommodations. 1 
am of the opinion the commission 
should plan for the celebration as 
ihoush liie town of 4,000 inhabitants 
dici not exist and the responsibility 
was iij) to them to care for the veteran 
guests and the general public. A town 
of our size should not be looked to or 
expected to take much part in the 
huge celenration that is planned. The 
commission should prepare to assume 
the entire resjionsibiUty of the occa- 
sion. This town, however, can be 
count td upon to go to its limit in help- 
ins in the care ot the people, and the 
success of the celebration would be as- 
sured il" sufficient time was given for 
it. but a four days' celebration with 
the proposed elaborate program is in 
my judgment an impossibility and 
tinio should be given to. carrying out 
the plans so as to be a credit to the 
State ai'd Nation." 


' I. T. Weaver of the Dry Goods firm 


ot i; W. Weaver & Son declared that 
in his opinion "it is impossible to hold 
the celebration as planned in 
four 


i.vs.' and endorsed all the views pre- 


senter" In the Co•\iiMt.KK.'' A four days' 
celebration could not be made profit- 
able lo the business men of Gettys- 
burg. PO as to justify any expenditure 
by them in preparation for it. A four 
cla\s' jam vfould mean a loss to ihe 
business men, but a longer tune would 
justify outlay and expenditure to con- 
tribute to the success of the celebra- 
tion." 


J. Frank Hartman of the Gettys 


burg Department Store, who has had 
much experience in helping 10 provide 
provisions for the big camps held r">re 
said he ''heartily approved of the posi- 
tion of the COMIMI.KR that a four clays' 
successful celebration was an impossi 
bility. That preparations to provide 
provisions for an enormous four clays' 
crowd would be such a plunge that it 
would be doubtful whether any of our 
business men would be willing to take 
the risks. 
To stock up to meet the 


emergency and run the chance of a 
fizzle of a four clays' show was not an 
inviting prospect, but to divide up the 
crowd so that the provisioning could 
be*done over a period of weeks would 
give the business men a cnance and 
make possible a satisfactory service to 
the visitors and is the only way the 
celebration could be successfully pull- 
ed off." 


Dorsey Dougherty of the Dry Goods 


jflrnvof Doughwty & Hartley, said he 
had "carefully read the article in last 
week's COMPILER and believed every 
point, presented was a conservative 
one. 
I know of people in the far west 


already planning to come in 1913 and 
from these and other sources 1 believe 
that 101 a v.'oulcl see a general move 
ment of a great many people toward 
Gettysburg and that this movement 
could not be accommodated or confin- 
ed to four days. 
I believe your sug 


gested figures to be conservative. T 
am looking for the total of people who 
will come to Gettysburg in 1913 to 
reach enormous figures. The records 
of the Battlefield Commission show 
200,0'X) annual visitors. 
It is possible 


for the figures for the anniversary to 
exceed this number and when the 
town saw its limit with 12.000. a four 
days' crush 
of enormous numbers 


would mean a gigantic failure for the 
'celebration. It is an event to which 
weeks should be given.'" 


Dr. T. C. Billheimer. a veteran of 


the Civil War. declared that "in his 
opinion the 
COMPILER was perfectly 


right in saying that a four clays' cele- 
bration was impossible." and added, 
"it is impossible to take care of half 
the number you suggest, or 50.000, in 
the way they should be cared for. In 
my oiiinion the celebration ought to 
be planned to cover a month or two 
months. A number of State celebra- 
tions could be arranged 
in 
\vhich 


veterans and people of a State North 
and a State South, could participate. 
Or a number of States from which 
small ciowcls v;onld be expected could 
be grouped. Each week there could 
be one or two grand gatherings and 
the snecial features proposed by the 
commission could be scattered so as 
to attract those interested in such fea- 
tures, and in a way that they ooiilcl be 
Comfortably handled." 


Robt. C. Miller, proprietor of the 


Jennie Wade House, after narrating 
the troubles of the committee of which 
he was mail-man in helping to place 
hundreds of visitors during the two- 
day dedication of the Pennsylvania 
Memorial in September 1910. declared 
that it was "impossible and impracti- 
cable to pull off a four days' celebra- 
tion. 
Pennsylvania in 1910 brought 


here over 7,000 veteran survivors of 
the Battle of Gettysburg. Many of 
these brought members of their families 
and trie total crowd was estimated at 
12,000. A house to house canvass of 
the town was then made for accommo- 
dations, colleac and other pnUlic build- 
ings weie used and while the great 
mass weiv cared for, the town was Ui> 
against the utmost it could do. Penn- 
sylvania will furnish about one-eighth 
of the survivors of the bat lie Noith 
and South and if the veteran guests 
of 1913 were confined to these sur 
vlvors alone and members of their 
families a gigantic crowd will be the 
result. But then- will be thousands 
and thousands of veterans who did not 
fight at Gettysburg who will come tc 
Gettysburg in 1913. When a National 
encampment of the G. A. R. attracts 
often from 30,000 to 40,000 veterans 
we have » right to expert a much 
greater number of veterans specially 
as the States will furnish trans|K>rta- 
tlon to many and with 
dr families 


and Ihe general public the total fig- 
ures are bound to be something enor- 
mous. The celebration should be pull 
ed off in a way to make it possible 
(or every veteran and cltiten of thin 


country desiring to come, to be here.! 
and this is only iwssible by making it 
a «-el«'bration of week* instead of c'ays. 
It is a very gravn question in my 
mind whether the:-e veterans should 
be taken care of in tents, not tents, 
close quarters near the ground, with 
risk ot storms might produce a condi- 
tion disastrous to the health of men 
of thpir age. Shelter in barracks or 
tein|M>rary structures had better be 
provide*! for ihe \eteraris and tents 
for ihe younger generation, and divid- 
ing up i he visiting veterans by States 
or corps or in some other way they 
fould be given the best of protection 
and cart and the celebration made a 
most lu'!>p> event for the veteran."

urges the commission to determine 
ui»on a celebration covering weeks in- 
stead of days. Ask the Nation to pro- 
vide a temporarj building for the ex 
hibition 01 the arms of the service a» 
they were in ISd:', and as tbe\ are no\>. 
Decide to erect a temporaij State ex- 
hibition building, for battle flags and 
other memorials. Put up barracks or 
tempoipry stmctures for the veteran 


e^ts 
Arrange with the Nation for 


the ejection of tempouiry auditorium 
in which the many reunions gathei- 
ings and great celebrations could take 
place and in which veterans and pub- 
lic could be protected from any inter- 
ference by the elements. To plan any 
celebration without provision for pro- 
tection irom the elements would be to 
risk a disaster that would be monu- 
mental in chara'-ter the memory ot 
which would be a n°ver «ndii.g iniury 
to this town. 


J. A. Cox. local agent of the Reading 


Railroad, said. "1 read your article in 
COM ri i. ni: of last week with great in- 
terest and heartily agree with all that 
has been said about the impossibility of 
a four days' program for the Fiftieth 
Anniversary. Having had years of ex- 
perience in handling crowds to and 
from the battlefield 1 would say that 
it is impossible to carry out the pro- 
gram as tentatively outlined The foui 
days' program is impracticable as fig- 
ures will demonstrate. Should Veter- 
ans' Day be participated in by twentv 
thousand veterans and that estimate is 
low, 
and marching eight abreast on 


Hancock avenue, tne parade would be 
over three miles long marching them 
close or of usual distance apart over j 
five miles and it would require the vet- 
erans to be in line five or six hours. 
Many of the veterans could not stand 
it. It would be a physical impossi- 
bility for men of their age. 
Should 


100000 people view the parade, thev 
would line either side of Hancock ave- 
nue sleven deep from the Cemetery to 
Round

Should exercises 
take 


form ot a huge rampflre with 20,000 
vprerans on the platform, the platform 
would cover two and a half acres and 
an aiclience of 100,000 would cover ten 
acres and from experience it is impos- 
sible for an audience of over 3.000 in 
open nir to hear speakers.

The capture ot the two prisoners 


was cleverly and expeditiously accom- 
)lished. On Tuesday of last week, 
•^lieriff Fissel and County Detective 
Wilson kept the phone wires busy to 
ill parts of the county. Chief of Po 
ice Shealer went in ihe early train 
o Carlisle with understanding that 
le would go to Harrisburg. if no trace 
ivas found and he did not hear differ- 
ently from Gettysburg. 
About noon 


he news came to town of two men 
having been seen going toward Good- 
vea r. 


When Shealer called up Wilson 


about one o'clock be was given the 
news and was told to get Cumberland 


Detective Harry J. Rentley 


and go to Hunter's Run. This Officers 
bhealer and 
Bently did, spending 


about two hours at that station wait- 
np for the men. Finally they were 
;een to come down the track toward 
he station. 
It was about five o'clock 


when Pittenturf and Brannon were 
mssinc; the station at Hunter's Run 
and were taken completely by surprise 
when Officers Shealer and Bently came 
out of the station each with two re- 
volvers pointing at them. As Pitten- 
turf was in the act of taking his hands 
out of his pockets, Chief Shealer or- 
dered, "Leave your hands wbere they 
are.'' 
An eye witness declared the 


apture a tame affair, the two prison- 
ers being so cleverly taken by surprise 
Lhat there was no alternative but to 
tamely submit. 


Within five minutes after the arrest 


the 4 o'clock train out of Gettysburg 
reached Hunter's Run with Detective 
Wilson, Deputy Sheriff Geo. Fissel, 
William Tipton and Joseph Winning- 
ton special deputies on board. Learn- 
ing of the capture these officers went 
on to Mt. Holly Springs where they 
met Officer? Shealei and Bently with 
their prisoners. 
They were brought 


to Gettysburg on the 9.09 train and a 
crowd of several hundred people were 
on hand at the depot to greet the offi- 
cers upon their successful capture. 


Upon a search of the prisoners $7.56 


was found on Pittenturf which is be- 
lieved to be the balance of money 
taken from the Guernsey warehouse 
after expenditures made for clothing 
and food. 


Joseph Gordon, the prisoner who as 


saulted Sheriff Fissel, has not been lo 
cated, though the officials have sent 
broadcast the news of the escape with 
descriptions of the man. He is known 
to have taken the Chambersburg pike 
and was seen between McKnightstown 
and Cashtown by Guy Keller, of 
he asked his coat and hat, to be re 
fused. Reports have come of a man 
answering his description seen neai 
Cliarmian and it is feared that le ha 
reached the main line of the W. M. R 
R. and has put many miles between 
himself and this place.
